RAILWAYS LOSSES. 

The Minister dealt next with the position 
of the railways. He quoted at length from a 
leading. article in the /rish Times of June 
llth. He had searched that editorial, he said, 
and it contained one fact only—that railway 
receipts Rad fallen by £15,000 a week 
and all the extravagant deductions of the 
i article were made from that. 

At the same time. he said, the /rish 
Independent went into more detail on the 
subject and, as usual, in going into more 
detail, it became more inaccurate. There were 
two outstanding facte—that railway receipts 
had fallen by £15,000 and that there had heen 
a fall of stocks on the Steck Exchange which 
they were told knew no politics or senti- 
ment. 

The falling off in receipts would not, as 
stated by Deputy Figgis in the Sunday 
Times, cause a universal loss. If the articles 
he had quoted disclosed the acumen that was 
brought to bear on business in the country, he 
feared that they were going to be in a bad 
way, indeed. 
Railway shareholders, who were the real 
proprietors, could get all the information they 
required from their directors, who might 
blame him for revealing too much there. 
COMPA . 
The. Minister contrasted the losses of the 
Great Southern Railways with the Great 
Northern Railway, which is outside the 
amalgamated groups. The loss on the Great 
Southern, he said, was 14 per cent., over the 
twenty-two weeks ended in May of this year, 
as compared with last year. For the same period 
the Great Northern, which had not reduced 
its fares, showed a loss of 13 per cent., and 
that loss must be put down to a falling off 
in traffic’ as against a similar fall of per 
cent. on the Great Southern. On the latter 
system rates had been reduced by the Railway 
ribunel by from 10 to 12 per cent., and they 
ad also to consider the economies that 
had been effected because of amalgamation. 
Let me make this statement, he went 
on. “It will be found that the economies 
estimated to take place this year will balance 
the estimated losses, owing to the compulsory 
reduction of rates and fares this year. The 
losses were due to some other causes, and 
mainly to a falling off in traffic. 


EFFECT OF AMALGAMATION. 
The effect of amalgamation was to give the 
public’ the benefit of the red rates. 
Another result of amalgamation was that 
some of the smaller lines which would have 
closed were kept open. The Great N 
Railwfy had lost 13 per cent. of its revenue, 
which must be put down to the falling off in 
traffic; while the Southern Rajlway had lost 
only 2 per cent.; so that the reduction of 
rates arid fares had saved the railways in the 
Free State a certain. amount. of traffic which 
otherwise they would have lost. i 
Beyond the reduction ordered by the Rail- 
way Tribuna!, the railways had in certain 
places reduced the rates in order to — 
wan 


to minimise the state of the railways. The 


Í reduetions due to loss of traffic was a serious 


matter that would have to be attended to. 
The shareholders should ask the directors why 
they had put themselves into the untenable 
position of losing at the rate of £15,000 a 
week.

LETTER TO MR. COOK. 


Mr. W. A. Lee, Secretary of the Mining 
Association, last evening forwarded the fol- 
lowing letter to Mr. A. J. Cook, Secretary of 
the Miners’ Federation: 

Dran 8m. —In accordance with intima- 
tion conveyed to the representatives of the 
Miners’ Federation on the Joint Investigation 
Sub-Committee, that the industry could no 
longer. continue to work under the terms of 
the existing wages agreement, I am instructed 
to forward to you the enclosed formal notice 
of termination of the agreement at the ólst 
July next. 

In forwarding this notice, I have to say 
that the owners had hoped that, following on 
the joint investigation of the facts relating 
to the deplorable condition of the industry 
and the causes thereof, it would have been 
possible for both sides to proceed jointly to 
examine, and agree on, the remedies to be 
applied. The owners are disappointdd that 
the Miners’ Federation have not seen their 
way to agree that the state of the industry 
calls for an adjustment, both of wage rates 
and of working conditions; and in the cir- 
cumstances, they have been engaged, during 
the short time that has elapsed since the fer- 
mination of the joint, investigation, on the 
23rd instant, in themselves drawing up pro- 
nosals which, while according to the workers 
in each district the fullest possible share in 
the proceeds, will enable the industry in 
every district to continue in operation in a 
atate of efficiency, and to make the necessary 
provision for its normal development. 

THE DIFFICULTY. 

“ The difficulty of drawing up wages pro- 
posals, which, on the one hand, must be 
governed by the economic conditions with 
which the industry is ‘aced, and, on the 
other, should take account of the necessity 
for providing a living wage for the lower paid 
classes of workers, has been greatly increased 
by the unwillingness, of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion. to consider an extension of the seven 
hours day, for the terms which can be 
offered under a seven hdurs’ day are, neces- 
sarily, much less favourable than those which 
could be offered under an eight hours’ day. 

Further, the great differences between 
district and district, aggravated, as they 
have been, by the operaticn of the Seven 
Heurs Act, render it necessary to consider 
carefully how far, while agreeing to general 
principles for the regulation of wages applic- 
able tothe country as a whole, the precise 
application of those principles must be -left 
to he determined in the various districts in 
the light of their individual conditions.

NEW APPOINTMENTS, 
— 


In a leading article, The Times observes :— 
‘lwo appointments which are announced this 
morning—Sir Samuel Wilson to be Per- 
manent Under-Secre of State for 
the Colonies; Sir Charles Davies to be 
Permanent Under Secretary of State for 
Dominion Aftairs—follow the general antici- 
pation which has already been expressed in 
these columns, One of the new Under- 
Secretaries is taken from the Colonial service 
abroad, in which he has added the experience 
of a successful Governor to a considerable 
previous knowledge of Whitehall. The other 
is, in effect, promoted in the department in 
which he has served since its creation. Both 
appointments are, of course, the direct con- 
sequence of the decision of the Government 
announced by the Prime Minister on June 11 
to divide the work of the Colonial Office be- 
tween two distinct Secretaryships of State 
umted for the present in one Cabinet 
Minister, but served in all other respects by 
separate personnel. It is a division which by 
common consent follows the right line of 
development. The relation between the Im- 
perial Government and the Governments of 
the Dominions is, in practice, essentially 
diplomatic. 

he head of the old Dominions Department 
will in future be one or two permanent 
Under-Secretaries, instead of being an assist- 
ant, and there will be a new Parliamentary 
Under Secretary devoted entirely to the same 
branch of work. ore important, the 
estimates of the two branches will presumably 
be presented on different occasions, so that 
the distinction established in the office will 
be maintained in Parliament, and there will 
be an end of those rambling debates which 
were wont to range from the Halibut Treaty 
to Singapore; and from native education in 
West Africa to the position of the Judicial 
Committee.

AGREEMENT TO BE TERMINATED. 


The Times Labour Correspondent writes :'— 
The coalowners yesterday gave formal! notice 
to the Miners’ Federation of Great Britain to 
terminate the National Wages Agreement 
entered into on June 18th of last year. The 
notice will expire at midnight on July 51, and 
if in the interval negotiations for a new agree- 
ment have not been started on a basis which 
offers a reasonable prospect of an understand- 
ing being reached peace in the mining in- 
dustry may be seriously threatened. Definite 
proposals for the revision of existing condi- 
tions have yet to be presented by the Mining 
Association, but a letter sent to the Miners’ 
Federation with the form of notice indicates 
an intention on the part of the owners to put 
forward terms which will be governed by the 
ability of the industry in esch separate dis- 
trict to pay its way and make the necessary 
provision for normal development. 

In view of the severe depression in many 
of the cnalfields it is obvious that any such 
terms will be in conflict with the declaration 
of the miners’ leaders that they will refuse to 
vonsider either a lengthening of the working 
day or a reduction of wages.

DEPORTATION ORDER. 
e 


The coloured visitor to Cork who claims 
to bes Prince Shervington of Abyssinia ”’ 
and heir to the throne of that country, was 
arrested yesterday morning and charged at 
the District Court with Aer to comply 
with the orders of the Aliens Act. 

Mr. O'Connor (State Solicitor) submitted 
that. the defendant had not discharged the 
onus on him of proving his identity. 

The District Justice fined the defendant 
£5, or, in default, six weeks’ imprisonment, 
and made an order for his deportation. 

When the case was called, Mr. O'Connor 
said that the defendant had called at the 
Spanish Consul’s Office, where, however, 
nothing was known about him. The result 
was that he now claimed to be a British 
subject. 

Superintendent Butler, Civic Guards, Regis- 
tration Office, Cork, gave evidence that the 
d-fendant, on the previous day, made a 
statement to him, in which he again claimed 
that he was the recognised Prince of Abyssinia 
and heir to the throne. He was born on the 
6th: June, 1897, at Kingstown, Jamaica. His 
father was a manufacturer and resided at 
that time in Jamaica—in Gordonstown. He 
died in December, 1913. 

He now wished to state that he was 16 
years of age when he left Jamaica—in 1915. 

e went direct to the United States of 
America, and in October, 1917, joined the 
American Army, as an appeal was issued for 
British subjects. He served in France, hold. 
ing the ook of sergeant, and was discharged 
on claiming British citizenship. In January, 
1922, he joined the Spanish Army as a pri- 
vate, and later saw service against the Riffs, 

The defendant further stated that he had 
property at Jamaica, consisting of bana- 
nas, coffee, and fruit plantations. He lost 
his money mostly in gambling. When he 
came to Cork he had £71 10s., but lost a 
good deal of it in backing horses. | When- 
ever he returned to Abyssinia he could take 
up the reins of government and carry out 
the orders of the Empress, but he wished 
first to study the political situation in 
Europe with a view to opening trade. His 
statement ended—‘‘I never was in Abys- 
sinia to my memory. 

Mr, O'Connor read correspondence, in- 
cluding a letter said to be addressed by the 
defendant to the Empress of Abyssinia, and 
letters to the defendant alleged by him to 
be from the British Foreign Office, ete, 
Mr, O'Connor suggested there was no óona 
fide in this correspondence.

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TOURISTS“ GUESTS 
IN HOTELS. 


PLEA FOR PRIVILEGES 
UNDER LIQUOR LAW. 


OPENING AND CLOSING 
TIME ANOMALIES. 


-“ 


Mr. John J. Foley, Chairman of the Pro- 
vincial Hotel Association, in evidence given 
before the Liquor Commission in Dublin 
yesterday, urged that modifications should be 
made ‘in the 1924 Act. Most of those whom 
he represented were members of the Tourist 
Development Association—an association, they 
believed, that would bring millions of money 
into the country. 

members of his association yielded first 
place to no other class of citizen in their de- 
sire for the well-being, progress and prosperity 
of the State, but they thought it unreasonable 
for virtually unknown parties of temperance 
bodies to boss the whole country. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. J. Horgan) reminded 
the witness that in tourist devélopment he 
was pushing an open door as far as this Com- 
mission was concerned. There were other in- 
terests to be considered, however, and the 
Chairman asked the witness to state in what 
way the present law interferes with the tourist 
industry, and how it can be altered. 

Mr. Foley said that they thought the law 
should be modified so as to enable guests 
staying in a hotel to invite friends to refresh- 
ments during prohibited hours. 

The Chairman asked if he meant that an 
American, for instance, stopping at a hotel, 
should bo entitled to bring in all his friends 
and relatives to drink in a lounge, at a time 
when those persons could not get a drink 
in other places outside. 

The witness said that that was the other 
extreme to their views. Their idea was that 
a person stopping in a hotel should be allowed 
to bring in a friend, and if he needed a drink 
that he could be entitled to get it during 
prohibited hours. There were certain hotels 
evolved from publichouses and tvaded under 
the publican’s licénce, but under the Act had 
to close when others could remain open. He 
agreed ‘that the definition of a hotel should 
be a building with a minimum of ten bed- 
rooms. 

Senator O’Neill—Is there any necessity: for 
drink being eupplied at a dinner after ten 
o'clock? Well, there are toasts, and they 
cannot be suitably honoured without drink. 

Mr. Foley said that he was opposed to 
supplying drink at dances until two or three 
o'clock in the morning. 

ANOMALIES OF THE LAW. 

Mr. Joseph O'Sullivan (Cork) agreed with 
Mr. Jolly’s evidence. There were anomalies 
which required to be cleangd up. While for 
supplying drink at a dance in Limerick after 
10 o'clock p.m. a man might have a record 
on his licence, in Cork it might be over- 
looked. On Sundays while houses on one 
side of Patrick street had their doors open, 
those on the other side had to be kept closed. 

The Chairman agreed that that was an 
absurdity, and was one of these things that 
must be cleared up. 

The witness added that quite fifty per cent. 
of his trade had been lost, as he was com- 
pene to keep closed while people across that 
ridge kept open. 

Mr. M. Hartigan, Royal George Hotel, 
Limerick, said that in Limerick they were 
virtually barred from holding functions in 
their houses unless they gave a guarantee 
that the guests would be out before 10 
o'clock. Asked if they could not guarantee 
that no drink would be supplied after 10 
o'clock, the witness said that that would be 
liable to abuse. Drink must be off the table 
by 10 o'clock. 

Mr. Barry Egan (Cork), speaking as a 
member of the Irish Tourists’ Association, 
said that he agreed that there should be a 
reduction of the number of public-houses 
through the country. Endorsement on the 
licence for conviction ought to be at the dis- 
cretion of the justices. More consideration 
eught to be given in favour of granting 
licences to hotels. ' 

LICENSED CLUBS. 

Father Flynn, 8.J., Catholic Temperance 
Association, said that that Association 
definitely asked that the number of club 
licences should be limited. Club: licences 
should not be included in the total number 
fixed by the iaw, and should not be granted 
to replace a lapsed or cancelled licence. At 
present there was no real restriction on the 
number of clyb licences that may be granted, 
and there was nothing to prevent new clubs 
from taking the place of closed public-houses. 
If the club complied with a few easy statu 
tory conditions, licences must be granted, 
opposition being virtually useless. 

It had been stated in the course of that 
inquiry that the Catholic Temperance Associa- 
tion was not out for reform, and that it was 
out for prohibition, pure and simple. He 
wished to state that that was not so and that 
the overwhelming majority of the members 
were not prohibitionists, hey were there as 
absolutely disinterested witnesses. Though 
they were opposing vast moneyed interests, 
they had no animosity towards them. They 
recognised the licensed trade as a legitimate 
trade which should be subject to control. 
MORE DRINK MORE TRADE FALLACY. 

It had been said that more drink meant 
more trade and more business, but the main 
point of the Temperance Association was that 
more drink meant more sin and more mis- 
chief. The traders spoke simply for their 
own interests, but the Catholic Temperance 
Association spoke for the victims of drink. 

He was of the opinion that licensed houses 
should be closed altogether on Sundays. He 
would prefer extending the limit of distance 
for bona fide travellers to a two period 
opening of licensed premises on Sundays. 

The witness added that it showed an im- 
provement when they compared the consump- 
tion of five and a half million gallons of 
whiskey in this country thirty years ago with 
that of one and three-quarter millions at 

resent. That reduction was largely helped 

v one of the best temperance reformers— 
Lloyd George. 

The Commission adjourned until next Mon- 
day.

The principal constellations on thé meridian 
are Lyra and Sagittarius. The latter is low 
down in the South, while the former, 14° 
to 17° South of the Zenith, according to the 
part of Ireland in which the observer is 
located, is easily identified by the presence of 
the great star V. a. Lyra is one of the most 
compact and easily recognised of the con- 
stellations. Fast of it, the other two great 
white stars, Deneb and. Altair, form with 
Vega a large triangle, with its apex to the 
South. Sagittarius is marked by a brilliant 
patch of the Milky Way almost on the horizon 
in the South. Towards the end of July, 
when the twilight no longer persists till mid 
night, this will be more easily seen. West 
of the meridian are the crowded constellations 
of ‘Serpens, Ophiuchus, Hercules, Corona 
Borealis, and Bostes, with Libra and Scorpio 
low on the S.W. horizon. Arcturus and 
Antares are the most conspicuous stars in this 
region. Their red colour contrasts with the 
white of the three before mentioned. 

From 8.8. to East are Capricornus. 
Aquarius, Pisces, and Aries, in the order 
named, the last just “rising, Pegasus and 
Andromeda. Nearly due North, Capella 
shines just over the horizon. To the observer 
facing in this direction, Cassiopeia will be 
found to the right of the Pole, and The Great 
Bear to the left of it.
